
The workers of the "Bikardo Beciv* Saterpriee have built a toon kia - 
casting furnace of TugoelaT materials. In the past, bronze has been cast 
in graphite oruc Ibles vhich vere imported from abroad. These haTe often 
been late in arriving at the plant and haTe not lasted long, and the enter- 
prise has found it difficult to fulfill its plan. 

The furnace which the "Bikardo Beclc" workers haTe built in their 
•pare tl*e has many adTantageft oTer graphite crucibles. It is made of 
oteel, and its interior is lined with firebriok. Whereas coke is used 
as fuel for casting bronze in graphite crucibles, oil, which is such 
:e cheaper, is used for the steel furnace. The oil is conducted into the 

! furnace through pipes from a small tank nearby. The admission of oil and 

air Into the furnace is regulated by special apparatus. 

Twice as much bronze can be cast in the new furnace os in graphite 
crucibles. The casting process ic much quicker and easier. Working con- 
ditions are bettor, as the radiation from the furnaca is not so Intense.
